Mayor of London and London Assembly elections 
and the EU referendum 


O n 5 May 201 6, 
London will go 
to the polls to 
vote for the next 
Mayor of London and their 
representatives on the London 
Assembly. Also on 5 May, 
there will be by-elections in 
the Hackney Downs and Stoke 
Newington wards. 

On 23 June 201 6, the 
UK will vote in a referendum on 
our membership of the 


European Union. 

Recent changes to how 
we register to vote mean 
that everyone must register 
individually, rather than the 
‘head of the household’ 
registering everyone at once. 
The idea behind the new 
Individual Electoral Registration 
system - or IER - is to combat 
election fraud. 

However, it means that 
sometimes, if local councils 


are unable to verify someone’s 
identity, they will need to ask 
for proof of ID. This means the 
process can take longer, so it is 
vital that everyone wishing to 
vote in the upcoming elections 
and referendum ensures they 
are registered well in advance 
of the deadline. 

Over the page you will 
find a step-by-step guide to 
registering and voting in the 
elections and referendum.

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How do I reg 

R egistering to vote is quick and easy. 

It takes just a few minutes online. Visit: 
www.gov.uk/register-to-vote and follow 
the instructions. You will need to provide 
your National Insurance number, which can be 
found on your National Insurance card, on your 
payslip or letters about benefits or tax credits. 

Alternatively, you can print off the registration 
forms, or collect copies from Hackney Service 
Centre, 1 Hillman Street, E8 1 DY. It is much 
quicker to register online. 


The Mayor of London and London Assembly elections, 5 May 2016 


What am I voting for? 

You will be voting for the Mayor of London for 
the next four years and two members of the 
London Assembly: one to represent your local 
constituency area and one London-wide member. 

Who can vote? 

To be able to vote in the Mayor of London and 
London Assembly elections, you must: 

• Be registered to vote by 1 8 April 201 6 

• Be at least 1 8 years old on 5 May 201 6 

• Be a British citizen, European Union citizen or 
a Commonwealth citizen who has, or does not 
require, leave to remain in the UK 

• Live in London 

Ways to vote 

You can vote in the Mayor of London and London 
Assembly elections in person, by post or by proxy. 

Vote in person 

Before 5 May, you will be sent a poll card, which 
will include details of where your polling station 
is. You do not need to take this with you, but it 
will help staff if you do. You can only vote at the 
polling station stated on this card. The polling 
station will be open from 7am-1 Opm. 


well in advance of the deadline, in case 
we need to ask you for ID to verify your 
identity. You can apply for a postal vote by 
e-mailing: ElectoralServices@hackney. 
gov.uk, or calling: 020 8356 3000. Postal 
votes must be received by the Council or 
handed in at a polling station by 1 0pm 
on 5 May. 


Vote by proxy 


You can appoint someone else to cast your 
vote on your behalf if you have a valid 
reason: for example, if you are ill, are unable 
to get to a polling station or are abroad 
during the election. You will have to give a 
reason why you cannot vote in person and 
your application may need to be supported 
by your doctor or employer. The deadline for 
applying to vote by proxy is 27 April 201 6. 

How do I vote? 


You will be given three ballot papers: one to vote 
for the Mayor of London and two for the London 
Assembly. 

• You will vote for the Mayor of London using the 
pink ballot paper. You will have two choices for 
Mayor - vote once by putting a cross next to your 
first choice in column A, and once in column B for 
your second choice. 


How are votes 
counted? 

Votes will be counted 
on 6 May. 

The Mayor of London 
is elected by the 
supplementary vote 
system. This means that 
each voter has a first and 
second choice vote. If a 
candidate receives more 
than half of all first choice 
votes, they are elected. 

If this does not happen, 
the two candidates with 
the most first choice votes 
go through to a second 
round. Then the second 
choice votes of all those 
who voted for other candidates are counted and 
added to the remaining two candidates’ totals. 
The candidate with the highest combined total is 
then elected. 

The 14 Constituency London Assembly Members 
are elected using the first past the post system, 
which means that the candidate in each 
constituency with the most votes is elected. 



Vote by post 

You can request a postal vote any time before 
1 9 April. To qualify for a postal vote you must first 
be registered to vote. If you intend to request a 
postal vote, we recommend you register to vote 


Vote for your constituency London Assembly 
Member using the yellow ballot paper. Vote for one 
candidate by putting a cross in the box next 
to your choice. 

Vote for a London-wide Assembly Member using 
the orange ballot paper. Vote for one candidate by 
putting a cross in the box next to your choice. 


The 1 1 London-wide Assembly Members 
are elected using a form of proportional 
representation. Votes from across London are 
added together and the seats are then allocated 
based upon a mathematical formula. This system 
is used to ensure the overall Assembly reflects how 
all of London voted.

T he council 

is calling for the 
Crossrail 2 project 
to include an 
‘Eastern Phase’, which 
would build a new line 
through Hackney Central 
and out towards Essex. 

The campaign was 
launched after a study 
- which uses the latest 
projections on population, 
housing and jobs - found 
the huge potential for 
development in the region 
could be undermined 
without further 
improvements to the rail 
network east of Hackney. 

According to the 
research, the proposed 
line would support 
potential population 
growth in Hackney of 
89,800 people, 34,000 
new jobs, and 40,800 
new homes. It would 
also halve journey times 
from Hackney Central to 
Victoria; Hackney Wick to 
Tottenham Court Road; 
and Hackney Central to 
Chafford Hundred, in 
Essex. Furthermore, trains 
would run every four 
minutes between Hackney 
and Barking. 

The study recommends 
that the Crossrail 2 
track split after Angel in

Islington. One branch 
would head 
north as 
planned,

This new line 
would then link to 
the existing Essex 
Thameside network, 
with Crossrail 2 services 
terminating at Basildon and 
Grays in Essex. 

The mayors and leaders 
of the four councils that 
commissioned the study - 
Barking and Dagenham, 
Essex, Hackney and 
Newham - are now urging 
the Government to commit 
to making this Eastern 
Phase part of Crossrail 2. 


Wider benefits for the 
region include: a 
£20.5 billion 
boost to the 
economy; 
supporting 
an expected 
population 
growth; 
creating 
new jobs 
and relieving 
overcrowding on 
the Essex Thameside 
Route, the District Line, the 
Hammersmith & City Line, 
and London Overground. 

The National 

Infrastructure Commission 
also published a report this 
month which recommended 
that, as well as a core 
route heading north 
from Angel, via Dalston 
Junction and Tottenham 
Hale, to Hertfordshire, 
the possibility of an 
Eastern Phase also be 
fully explored. Chancellor 
George Osborne has 
already backed the 



Crossrail 2 project in his 
Budget on 16 March. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “These 
announcements are hugely 
important endorsements 
of Crossrail 2, and I 
particularly welcome the 
recognition of a potential 
Eastern Phase. This 
would create hundreds of 
thousands of much-needed 
new homes and jobs across 
East London and South 
Essex, attracting major 
investment and boosting 
the national economy. 

“We now look forward 
to working with the 
Government, the National 
Infrastructure Commission 
and Transport for London 
on making the Eastern 
Phase a reality. 

“This new research, 
which demonstrates the 
huge potential it would 
unlock for growth - and the 
threat to these aspirations 
by expecting the existing 
transport infrastructure to 
cope, means it’s crucial that 
the Government commit to 
an Eastern Phase soon.”

Bputation as the 
Beative heart of 
London with the launch 
of a new fashion quarter, 
which is expected to create 
450 jobs for local people. 

The ever-expanding 
fashion hub - known as 
Hackney Walk - is home to 
big name brands as well as 
up-and-coming designers. 
One of the biggest to set up 
shop there is sportswear 
giant Nike, which is due 
to open a 16,000 square 
foot store in May, creating 
dozens of jobs. 

In the making for over 
four years now, Hackney 
Walk has been developed 
with money secured by the 
Council from the Greater 
London Authority after the 
riots of 2011. 

With the aim of 
maximising employment 
opportunities for local 
people, while also attracting 
visitors and investment 


into the area, what was 
originally known as 
the ‘Fashion Hub’ was 
established around existing 
stores in Chatham Place. 

The fashion quarter 
concept was further 
expanded when the Council 
joined up with Network 
Rail to transform empty 
railway arches in Morning 
Lane into independent 
shops, cafes, restaurants 
and design studios. 

Retail began to move 
into the area in 2013, and 
residents were employed by 
stores such as Aquascutum 
through the Council’s Ways 
into Work service, which 
supports local people into 
jobs with interview training 
and help with CVs. 


Speaking at an event 
on 8 March to mark the 
launch of the nearly- 
finished development, 
Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, talked about the 
Council’s commitment 
to ensuring that 
Hackney Walk provides 
apprenticeships, training 
and jobs for residents. 

He said: “No matter how 
successful this development 
is in bringing footfall to the 
area and generating spend 
through its tills, Hackney 
Walk will be judged by 
residents in terms of how 
it delivers on that promise 
of local employment and 
opportunity. 

“As Hackney Walk 
develops, and hopefully 


goes from strength to 
strength, we will be 
relentless in our focus on 
the jobs and opportunities 
agenda. It is vital that we 
continue to deliver this 
and to never lose sight 
of the original aims of 
this project.” 

Jack Basrawy, Executive 
Chairman and Founder of 
Hackney Walk, added: “I 
believe that Hackney Walk 
will play a major role in the 
continued innovation and 
growth of the UK’s fashion 
and retail industry and, 
most importantly, in 
keeping Hackney at the 
forefront of the industry. 
Hackney is fashion.”

Hackney a place for everyone: 
tackling the housing crisis 

TENANTS’ rights in the private rented sector, rent 
controls, overseas investors and the Housing Bill 
were some of the topics debated at a public meeting 
in Hackney. 

Alongside the Chair Jess McCabe, Features Editor of 
Inside Housing magazine, the audience heard from 
Cllr Philip Glanville, Cabinet Member for Housing; Pat 
Turnbull, TFtA Chair and delegate of London Tenants 
Federation; Heather Kennedy, of private renters’ 
campaigner group Digs; Tom Copley, Chair of the 
London Assembly Housing Committee; and Christine 
Whitehead, Professor of Housing Economics at the 
London School of Economics. 

Much of the discussion focused on the private rented 
sector covering issues around poor maintenance, 
affordability, regularly increasing rents, insecurity of 
tenure, retaliatory evictions and letting agency fees. 

Ms Kennedy stressed the need for more legislation 
to support tenants. She said: “We have to work together 
to campaign.”

Follow route to the stars

T HESE days, 86-90 
Curtain Road bears 
few clues about 
its illustrious past. 
Commuters and lorries 
fly past the premises of 
a familiar estate agents, 
without looking up. 

If they did stop, however, 
they would see a plaque 
marking the site of The 
Theatre, the first London 
building devoted to the 
performance of plays 
which, between 1577 
and 1598, staged some of 
Shakespeare’s earliest work. 

Every year, English 
Heritage announces new 
sites across London that will 
soon bear its blue plaques, 
commemorating the places 
where famous people have 
been born, lived or worked. 

In addition to the 
plaque commemorating 
The Theatre (which, 
since it was erected by the 
London County Council 


in 1920, is bronze and 
rectangular), Hackney 
has six blue plaques. 

These commemorations 
not only span a vast 
period of modern history 
(1661-1951), but also an 
extraordinary spectrum of 
talents and personalities. 

Our journey starts outside 
a shop on the corner of 95 
Stoke Newington Church 
Street, above which hangs a 
plaque commemorating the 
writer Daniel Defoe (1661- 
1731). In 1708, he moved 
into a building on this site. 

It was demolished around 
1865, but Defoe’s son-in- 
law, Henry Baker, described 
it as ‘a very handsome 
house’ and it was here he 
wrote the novels ‘Robinson 
Crusoe’ and ‘Moll Flanders’. 

A short trip on the 106 
bus finds you at Ram Place, 
Clapton, and the plaque 
recording the fact that 
Joseph Priestley (1733- 
1804), theologian and 
discoverer of oxygen, had a 
ministry here while living on

Lower Clapton Road. It 
was here that he built his 
library and laboratory, 
saying at the time: “I spent 
my time at Hackney even 
more happily than ever I 
had done before.” 

Travel to De Beauvoir, 
and at 56 Mortimer Road 
you will find a plaque 
erected in memory of 
both Philip Henry Gosse 
(1810-1888) and his son 
Sir Edmund Gosse (1849- 
1928). The older man was 
a zoologist who, in 1853, 
helped establish the world’s 
first public aquarium at 
London Zoo. 

The house on Mortimer 
Road had belonged to his 
mother, but Philip took 
it over immediately after 
marrying his wife Emily, 
and the son with whom 


he now shares a plaque was 
born in it. Edmund went 
on to become a successful 
biographer, literary critic 
and journalist. Emily was 
to remember this house as 
‘hallowed by many sweet 
associations’. 

In the far northern 


reaches of the borough is 
50 Durley Road, a small 
house in Stamford Hill once 
home to Ebenezer Howard 
(1850-1928). He founded 
the Garden City Association 
which created Letchworth - 
the world’s first garden city. 

An eight-minute London 
Overground ride and 
short stroll takes us to 55 
Graham Road and a plaque 
commemorating music hall 
artist Marie Lloyd (1870- 
1922). A massive celebrity 
in her day, Lloyd was 
already performing three 
shows a night when she 
moved into the house in 
1888, and it was quickly 
filled with socialites and 
famous friends. 

A 20-minute walk past 
London Fields and towards 
Well Street Common finds 
us at Hackney’s final plaque, 
erected last year at 41 
Cassland Road in memory 
of Maria Dickin (1870- 
1951), who lived here until 
she was three-years-old. A 
pioneer of free treatment for 


sick animals, she went on 
to create the first People’s 
Dispensary for Sick Animals 
(PDSA) clinic in the East 
End in 1971. The PDSA is 
the UK’s leading veterinary 
charity, helping more than 
470,000 pets every year. 

English Heritage historian 
Howard Spencer said: 

“Even with the installation 
of the plaque to Maria 
Dickin in Cassland Road 
last year, Hackney is quite 
light on official London 
plaques - especially for a 
borough with such a rich 
history. English Heritage 
would welcome further 
nominations that meet 
its criteria - the most 
important of which is 
that the building must be 
authentic and the individual 
proposed have died more 
than two decades ago.”

Performer Sabrina gave 
a critique of women’s self- 
esteem issues with a poem: 
“Bey once is class and that, 
but still, I don’t want to look 
hourglass, I want to look 
ill,” thundered one line. 

She prefaced it: “I surveyed 
1,000 girls, aged 13 to 19, 
and the second-biggest 
anxiety young women had 
was body image - all sorts of 
body image - weight being 
one of the main ones.” 

The panel discussion 
was followed by ‘speed- 
dating’-style workshops, 
which allowed the girls to 
talk informally with more 
than a dozen other women, 
including a civil rights 
lawyer, plumber, senior 


civil servant, architect and 
medical engineer. 

Evita Remy-Benn, 15, 
from Our Lady’s, said 
afterwards: “I enjoyed 
all the support and 
encouragement the women 
gave us, the inspirational 
conversations I had with 
them, and the advice they 
gave me.”

7 BE thing about 

working in Hackney, 
is there are so many 
creative people 
here, that no matter 
where you’re working, 
in whatever job, you are 
going to meet them and 
get amazing opportunities. 
Even if you’re working in a 
cafe,” says internationally 
renowned graphic artist 
Camille Walala. 

She should know. The 
queen of brightly coloured, 
bold graphics, whose murals 
are now plastered across 
East London’s walls, didn’t 
start making art until she 
was in her 20s. 

She grew up in France, 
studied French literature at 
university, and then moved 
to London and worked in 
cafes and restaurants. 

“It wasn’t until 2006 
that I decided to take the 


plunge and study textiles 
at Brighton University but, 
even after I graduated, I still 
felt pretty lost,” she says. 

Camille found herself 
working in a cafe again, 
this time L’Eau a la Bouche 
on Broadway Market. She 
explains: “My boss’s wife 
owned a fabric shop and 
I started using my degree 
for the first time, designing 
some things for her.” 

She began making 
cushions and selling them 
on the market. Camille 
says: “That was really hard! 
But some guys found my 
stall there and asked me to 
do the interior design for a 
new club they were starting 
up called XOYO. I’d never 
done anything like that, but 
I said yes anyway.” 

Hackney seemed to 
create opportunity after 
opportunity for her, not 
that it was easy. “I did a lot 
of unpaid projects at the 
beginning,” she explains. 


Adding: “But it was worth 
it because people started 
recognising my art. I did 
installations at the cafe 
on Wilton Way and then 
a pop-up greasy spoon at 
Dalston festival ‘Land of 
Kings’. That was wonderful 
- it’s always been my 
dream to have my own 
greasy spoon!” 

It is, however, her large- 


scale murals covering walls 
and, in one instance, an 
entire five-storey building, 
for which she is now 
famous. She describes one 
of her favourites, painted 
in 2013: “It’s on Whitby 
Street and is the front of 
a home owned by an old 
lady called Georgina. Her 
husband had died only 
the year before she asked 


me to paint it. I covered 
the wall in really cheerful, 
bold graphics. We called it 
Georgina’s Happy House.” 

Then, last year, she was 
asked to paint the walls 
of Queensbridge Primary 
School’s playground. 

“We painted it while all 
the kids were still running 
about and around us,” 
she explains. Adding: “I 
was designing as we went, 
sitting at this low table in 
the playground with my 
computer. The kids were 
all peering at the screen, 
giving their own opinions 
and contradicting mine.” 

Her work has taken her 
around the world, creating 
commissions in New 
York, Sydney, Melbourne 
and Paris, and her client 
list includes giants like 
Facebook (whose offices 
she created a mural for), 
Nintendo, Urban Outfitters 
and Caterpillar, for whom 
she designed a range

of women’s shoes. Her 
work has also expanded 
to include art direction, 
design and interiors. Her 
studio and home remain 
in Hackney, however, and 
she says: “I would love to 
do more public spaces and 
community projects, more 
schools and hospitals.” 

Adding: “My real passion 
is for transforming dull 
spaces and bringing them 
alive. I never really take 
myself or my work too 
seriously. I just look around 
me and I see grey, grey, grey 
and I want to bring colour 
and pattern to it. It doesn’t 
take much to make things 
look nice and brighten up 
the city, I just want to make 
people smile.”

toxic chemicals used to 
extract the gold from 
its ore - often leaving a 
devastating impact on 
the local environment, 
especially the water supply, 
and its people. 

However, the ethical gold 
trade is a little-known but 
growing force in the UK 
and around the world. Like 
the Fairtrade food business, 
it sees those working in 
developing countries, where 
most gold is mined, receive 
a fair price for their work, 
as well ensuring regulated 
working conditions.

designs. Founder and 
designer, Susi Smither, 

36, said: “It is crucial 
these miners get support, 
especially when you think of 
the disparity between mine 
and market, we owe it to the 
miners whose livelihood it 
is to mine for the goods that 
we adorn ourselves with.” 

The register ensures that 
strict requirements are met 
on working conditions, 
health and safety, chemical- 
handling, women’s rights, 
child labour, and the 
environment. 

Susi set up her studio 
in May last year, and this 


month she unveiled her first 
fully Fairtrade-registered 
collection, called GoldRush. 
The launch coincided with 
Fairtrade Fortnight, from 29

Locally it is led by the 
Hackney Fairtrade Group, 
a community organisation 
that is supported by the 
Council and chaired by Cllr 
Clare Potter. This year, as 
well as holding a business 
network breakfast for 
local companies, members 
brought Fairtrade to 
residents by holding stalls, 
tastings and events in 
Hackney libraries, churches 


Rapping for the environment 


HACKNEY schoolchildren are writing recycling raps and 
working with worms thanks to programmes run by local 
environmental education charity EcoACTIVE. 

It creates free workshops for Hackney schools, exploring 
environmental themes, thanks to Council funding. 
Students at Haggerston School are currently learning 
about compost and soil health, while Baden Powell 
primary’s Year 5 pupils are working on a recycling project 
that includes making new paper from discarded sheets. 
Pupils in Daubeney primary, meanwhile, are helping 
to plant out the Mabley Green edible garden as part 
of a composting project, while Lauriston primary 
schoolchildren have been working on an environment 
study which has involved making puppets out of 
unwanted socks. 

The charity’s Senior Education Officer, Maripaz De-San- 
Miguel, said: “Students use their creative and persuasive 
language writing skills to produce informative and fun 
poems, raps and scripts, sharing their knowledge of 
recycling and reducing waste with peers and families.”

Fit 4 Health secures funding 

A SPECIALISED exercise programme that helps Hackney 
stroke victims has received over £1 1 5,000 in lottery 
funding, ensuring it will grow over the next three years. 

Fit 4 Health is an eight-week scheme designed to 
improve the quality of life of those who have had a stroke 
or transient ischaemic attack (TIA). Sessions, which take 
place at the Britannia and Clissold leisure centres, involve 
cardiovascular and light resistance exercises, as well as 
the opportunity to socialise. 

Since its start in 2010, scheme participants have seen 
their weight reduced, blood sugar levels controlled, and 
blood pressure, strength and stamina improve. 

Andrew Griffiths, who was diagnosed with TIA in 
2010, said: “I have a real sense of 
achievement from my progress. I 
feel a lot fitter, have lost weight 
and feel great.”

It also gives advice on 
reducing stress levels and 
sleeping better. 


Cllr Jonathan McShane,

Support for brain injuries 

A HACKNEY charity has launched an innovative new 
service at London’s largest teaching hospital, designed to 
support families of brain injury survivors. 

Headway East London, which is based on Kingsland 
Road, is now running weekly drop-in sessions at The 
Royal London Hospital in Whitechapel. It provides 
advice and information to those whose loved ones have 
recently suffered a brain injury. Its experienced staff 
can offer assistance in navigating the health and social 
care system, exploring benefits entitlements and finding 
specialist services. 

Dr Andrew Kelso, the hospital’s Associate Clinical Director 
of Neurosciences and Stroke, said: “Early access to 
support and advice for patients and their 
relatives after a brain injury is invaluable, 
just in the same way that early 
treatment is.” 

The project is the result of a four- 
year grant, funded by the National 
Lottery through the Big Lottery Fund. 



New and coordinated drug and alcohol service 



A NEW drug and alcohol 
recovery service has been 
launched in Mare Street 
to support residents, 
aged over 18 , who are 
experiencing difficulties 
with drug and alcohol use.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Shunned for objecting to war

T THE outbreak 
^mof the First World 
ar in 1914, no 
M«ie knew what 
kind of conflict it was 
going to be, or how long it 
would last, but men across 
the country - including in 
Hackney - rushed to join 
the armed forces. 

Initial euphoria 
gradually began to wane 
as the four year conflict 
continued, with no sign of 
an end. By October 1915, 
voluntary recruitment and 
propaganda messages like 
‘Your King and Country 
Need You’ were being 
questioned, and compulsory 
enlistment for the armed 
forces was being discussed. 

The first Military Service 
Bill became law in January 
1916. From March 1916,

military service was 
compulsory for all single 
men in England, Scotland 
and Wales, aged 18 to 41, 
except those whose jobs 
were essential to the war 
effort, sole supporters of 
dependents, the medically 
unfit, or ‘those who could 
show a conscientious 
objection’. This later 
clause was significant as it 
defused public opposition 
to conscription. Further 
military service laws 
tightened occupational 
exemptions, included 
married men, and raised the 
age limit to 50. 

There were about 16,000 
British men on record as 
conscientious objectors 
(COs) during the First 
World War. The number 
may appear small compared 
with the six million men 
who served, but the impact 
they had on public opinion 


and future governments 
was profound. Around 
350 COs lived in what is 
today the London Borough 
of Hackney. 

The area, with its history 
of radical politics and 
religion was an active centre 
of anti-war politics and 
demonstrations. On 
2 August 1914, thousands 
marched to Victoria Park 
to protest for peace. 

Broadly speaking there 
were four reasons why men 
objected to armed service at 
the time. The most common 
ground was a religious one. 
Pacifism was an important 
factor for the Society of 


Friends (Quakers). Other 
individuals, including 
Christian fundamentalists, 
lived by the Bible’s 10 
commandments including 
‘thou shalt not kill’. Many 
Jewish people who had fled 
anti-Semitic persecution 
in Russia before the war, 
did not want to side with a 
country that was now allied 
to Britain in the conflict. 

The next largest group 
of COs were left-wing 
political activists who saw 
the war as an example of 
the ruling classes starting 
a war that workers had to 
fight and die in. Thirdly, 
there were those who felt 


it wrong to kill, on moral 
rather than on religious 
grounds. The fourth group 
were those who objected to 
government intervention in 
their lives. 

Being a CO meant 
making a decision and 
sticking to your principles. 

It was a difficult choice, 
that saw men shunned by 
their own families and even 
attacked in public. Often, 
men not in military uniform 
were presented with a white 
feather, a traditional symbol 
of cowardice. 

They had to apply to 
local tribunals to have their 
case heard in nearby town 
halls. Hackney had three 
tribunals, one in each of the 
then Municipal Boroughs 
of Hackney, Shoreditch and 
Stoke Newington. 

Common verdicts 
included alternatives to 
front-line army service. 


This could mean non- 
combatant roles in the 
army, ambulance work, 
farming or even carrying 
on with their own jobs, 
provided they were doing 
work vital to the war effort. 
Those who accepted were 
called ‘alternativists’: their 
conscience allowing them 
to take up work as long as 
they would not have to 
fight and kill.

A healthy eating programme from the

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THIS issue’s recipe comes from the Shoreditch Trust’s Food For Life Programme, 
which works with members of the community to encourage affordable healthy 
eating, cooking skills and food knowledge. Lentils are a great source of protein and 
fibre and help to make a salad filling and hearty. The roasted vegetables are also a 
great way to make up your five a day. This delicious salad is nice warm, or cold, and 
transports well for a working lunch. 


Lentil, feta and 
roasted veg salad 

Makes four portions 

Ingredients 

• 200g puy lentils 

• 1 butternut squash 

• 2 red peppers 

• 2 red onions 

• Small bunch of parsley 

• 200g feta cheese 

• 1 garlic clove 

• Chilli flakes (optional). 

For the dressing: 

•3 cloves garlic (minced) 

• 4 tbsp olive oil 

• 3 tbsp balsamic vinegar 

• Black pepper. 

Method 

• Pre-heat the oven to 1 80 degrees 

• Rinse the lentils and place them in a pan 
of cold water. Add the garlic clove and

bring to a gentle simmer, put a lid on it and 
simmer until cooked (approx 25 mins). Add

• Meanwhile, peel and chop the butternut 
squash into chunks and place on a baking 
tray with the sliced red peppers and onions. 
Toss in a little olive oil and add a few chilli 
flakes. Roast for 45-60 minutes until the 
vegetables are soft and start to turn golden 

• Make the salad dressing by adding all of the 
ingredients to a small bowl and mixing well 

• Chop the parsley and feta and leave them to 
one side 

• Once the lentils are cooked, drain and pour 
over half of the salad dressing and mix well 

• Once all the components are cooked 
and ready, leave to cool slightly and then 
assemble the salad in layers (lentils, squash, 
pepper, onion, feta, parsley) and drizzle over 
the remaining dressing.

IN November residents 
were asked to have their say 
about proposals to improve 
the 3km walking and 
cycling ‘greenway’ from 
Woodberry Wetlands, at 
East Reservoir, to 
Walthamstow Wetlands, in 
Waltham Forest. 

Some 70 people 
responded to a consultation 
about proposals for 


improvements to the new 
route that will link several 
other ‘quietways’ into 
central London and Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

The greenway is set to 
encourage visitors to walk 
or cycle between the 
wetlands by linking parks, 
marshland, quiet roads and 
towpaths, avoiding busy 
roads such as Amhurst Park 
and Seven Sisters Road. 



The Council obtained 
money from the Mayor of 
London’s Big Green Fund to 
help kick start proposals for 
the area, beginning with 
converting Newton Close, 
in Woodberry Down, into a 
pocket park with trees, 
shrubbery and soft verges. 

Work to improve the area 
is now underway and will 
include replacing the barrier 
next to the New River 
footbridge with bollards to 
improve accessibility and 
installing new lighting. It is 
expected that the work will 
be completed by mid- April.
